REMARKS 


After entry of the above amendments, claims 2-10 are pending in this application. 
Applicant again thanks the Examiner for indicating the presence of allowable subject matter in 
claims 2-10. Applicant has rewritten the limitations of claim 1 into claims 2 and 5-10. No new 
matter has been added. Consequently, claim 1 has been canceled as redundant. Claim 1 1 has 
also been canceled. 

The rejection of claims 1 and 1 1 under 35 USC 102(b) as anticipated by Kawamura U.S. 
Patent No. 4,561 ,447 and claim 1 1 under 35 USC 1 12, second paragraph, are moot in view of the 
above amendments. 

Applicant respectfully submits that this application is in condition for allowance. 
Accordingly, applicant solicits early action in the form of a Notice of Allowance.
